DAHLIA  CULTURE 


The  dahlia  is  very  easily  grown  and  a flower  lover  will 
get  more  pleasure  from  a patch  of  dahlias  than  from  any 
flower  grown.  No  flower  has  such  a great  variety  in  color 
and  form*  as  the  dahlia.  Its  blooming  season  is  very 
long,  from  early  summer  to  the  frost.  When  you  plant 
your  tuber,  lay  it  nearly  flat,  not  upright,  and  cover  the 
tuber  with  six  inches  of  a sandy  soil  or  with  three  inches 
of  a heavy  soil.  If  you  will  take  off  superfluous  buds  you 
will  get  large  flowers,  with  good  stems  which  will  last  well 
when  cut. 

Dahlias  can  be  planted  from  March  until  July.
